Trusts  are  of  an  ancient  lineage.  They  were  first 
used  during  the  war  of  the  roses  when  the  varying  for- 
tunes of  that  conflict  made  continued  ownership  of  prop- 
erty m  o  s  t  uncertain  since,  as  york  a  n  d  lancaster,  re- 
spectively, from  time  to  time  triumphed,  the  victor  at- 
tainted the  followers  of  the  defeated  house.  during  such 
troublous  times,  men  desirous  of  securing  their  property 
for  their  children  conceived  the  device  of  conveying  it  to 
a  trustee.  this  removed  the  property  beyond  the  reach  of 
a  bill  of  attainder. 

Both  at  the  time  of  its  origin  and  during  the  succeed- 
ing CENTURIES  DOWN  UNTIL  TODAY,  THE  CREATION  OF  A  TRUST 
HAS  BEEN  A  PROCEDURE  BY  WHICH  THE  LEGAL  TITLE  TO  PROPERTY 
WAS  VESTED  IN  ONE  PERSON  -  THE  TRUSTEE  -  AND  THE  BENEFITS 
FLOWING  FROM  THE  MANAGEMENT  OF  SUCH  PROPERTY  WERE  EN- 
JOYED BY  ONE  OR  MORE  OTHER  PERSONS  -  THE  BENEFICIARIES  OR 
CESTUIS  QUE  TRUSTENT.  THE  REASONS  WHICH  HAVE  GIVEN  RISE 
TO  THE  NEED  FOR  SUCH  AN  ARRANGEMENT  HAVE  BEEN  AS  VARIED 
AS  THE  ECONOMIC  AND  POLITICAL  CLIMATE  OF  THE  TIMES  WHICH 
MADE  EMPLOYMENT  OF  THE  TRUST  DESIRABLE.

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man's  property  for  himself,  the  members  of  his  family 
and  the  objects  of  his  bounty  against  the  vicissitudes  of 
business  reverses,  the  evils  of  mismanagement  and  the  in- 
satiable cupidity  of  the  tax-gatherer.  as  there  are  to- 
day a  variety  of  reasons  for  creating  trust  estates,  so 
have  a  variety  of  trusts  proli  ferated  throughout  the 
land,  a  few  of  which  we  will  considerc 

These  trusts  fall  into  one  of  two  categori es ,  the 
testamentary  trust  -  that  is,  one  created  in  a  will  -  and 

the  INTERVIVOS,  OR  LIVING  TRUST,  WHICH  IS  CREATED  BY  A  PER- 
SON, WHO  FOR  BREVITY  HAS  COME  TO  BE  CALLED  A  '^TRUSTOR,  " 
WHILE  HE  IS  LIVING.  THIS  LATTER  TYPE  OF  TRUST  IS  EITHER  A 
REVOCABLE  OR  IRREVOCABLE  TRUST,  EACH  OF  WHICH  HAS  CERTAIN 
ADVANTAGES. 

The  TESTAMENTARY  TRUST  DIFFERS  FROM  LIVING  TRUSTS 
ONLY  IN  THE  MANNER  IN  WHICH  IT  COMES  INTO  BEING.  ONLY  AF- 
TER THE  DEATH  OF  THE  TESTATOR  DOES  A  TESTAMENTARY  TRUST 
BECOME  ACTIVATED  AND  THEN  IT  REQUIRES  A  CONVEYANCE  OF  THE 
PROPERTY  BY  THE  EXECUTOR  TO  THE  TRUSTEE  NAMED  IN  THE  WILL. 
At  THAT  POINT,  THE  TRUSTEE  ADMINISTERS  THE  TRUST  ACCORD- 
ING TO  ITS  TERMS  AND  FOR  THE  BENEFIT  OF  THE  PERSONS  NAMED 
AS  BENEFICIARIES  IN  THE  SAME  MANNER  AS  THE  TRUSTEE  AD- 
MINISTERS AN  INTER  VIVOS  TRUST,  THE  TESTAMENTARY  TRUST, 
LIKE  THE  IRREVOCABLE  TRUST,  CANNOT  BE  CHANGED  WHEN  ONCE 
IT  HAS  COME  INTO  EXISTENCE.  THE  PERSON  WHO  C  R  E  A  T  E  D  IT 
HAS  DIED.       It  should  BE  NOTED  HOWEVER,     THAT  BROAD  POWERS 

andwide  discretion  can  begiven  a  trustee  which  will  make 
his  administration  sufficiently  flexible  to  meet  changed 
conditions,  but  these  adjustm  ents  are  made  by  the  trustee, 
not  by  the  creator  of  the  trust. 

The  revocable  living  trust  can  be  altered,  amended, 
or  entirely  terminated  by  revocation  by  the  trustor  at 

ANY  TIME.  But  IN  THE  TRUST  I  NSTRUM  ENT  THE  TRUSTOR  CAN  SET 
FORTH  AN  ELABORATE  SCHEME  FOR  THE  PAYMENT  OF  INCOME  UN- 
TIL THE  EXECUTION  OF  THE  TRUST  AND  THE  FINAL  DISPOSITION  OF 
HIS  PROPERTY.  HE  CAN  THEN  EXECUTE  A  SIMPLE  WILL  IN  WHICH 
THE  PROPERTY  THE  TRUSTOR  STILL  HAS  AT  HIS  DEATH  WILL  BE 
LEFT  TO  THE  TRUSTEE  TO  BE  ADMINISTERED  AS  PART  OF  THE  RE- 
VOCABLE LIVING  TRUST.  IN  THE  MEANTIME,  THE  TRUSTOR  CAN 
RECEIVE  THE  INCOME  FROM  THE  PROPERTY  HELD  BY  THE  TRUSTEE. 
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Also,  the  trustor,  i  f  he  so  p  r  o  v  i  d  e  s  in  the  trust  in- 
denture, CAN  exercise  A  CONSIDERABLE  amount  OF  CONTROL, 
AND  EVEN  A  VETO  POWER,  OVER  THE  MANAGEMENT  BY  THE  TRUS- 
TEE. 

Some  of  the  advantages  of  an  amendable,  revocable 

TRUST  are:  (1)  ADVISORY  MANAGEMENT  SERVICE  IF  AN  EXPERI- 
ENCED corporate  TRUSTEE  IS  SELECTED;  (2)  LESS  EXPENSIVE 
THAN,  AND  NOT  THE  DELAY  OF,  PROBATE  PROCEDURE;  (3)  AVOID- 
ANCE OF  PUBLICITY  ATTENDANT  UPON  THE  PROBATING  OF  A  WILL; 
AND  (4)  THE  UNCERTAINTY  AS  TO  WHETHER  THE  TRUSTOR  IS  ALIVE 
NEED  NOT  DISTURB  THE  TRUSTEE,  AS  IT  WOULD  AN  AGENT  OR  AT- 
TORNEY IN  FACT  WITH  THE  SAME  GENERAL  POWERS.  THERE  ARE 
NO  TAX  ADVANTAGES  TO  THIS  FORM  OF  TRUST  IF  THE  TRUSTOR  IS 
TO  RECEIVE  THE  INCOME  FOR  HIS  LIFE,  SO  FAR  AS  INCOME  TAX  IS 
CONCERNED,  AND  SINCE  HE  IS  RETAINING  THAT  INTEREST  IN  THE 
PROPERTY,  IT  WILL  BE  INCLUDED  IN  HIS  GROSS  ESTATE  FOR  ES- 
TATE TAX  PURPOSES  AT  HIS  DEATH,  EXCEPT  TO  THE  EXTENT  THAT 
ACHARITY  OR  EDUCATI ONAL  FOUNDAT I  ON  IS  TO  RECEIVE  A  PORTION 
OR  ALL  OF  THE  PROPERTY  UPON  HIS  DEATH  OR  AT  SOME  OTHER 
FUTURE  TIME,  IN  WHICH  EVENT,  THERE  WILL  BE  AN  APPROPRIATE 
DEDUCTION  FROM  HIS  GROSS  ESTATE,  BASED  ON  T  H  E  PRESENT 
VALUE  OF  THE  CHARITABLE  BEQUEST. 

The  IRREVOCABLE  living  trust  POSSESSES  ALL  THE  AD- 
VANTAGES OF  THE  REVOCABLE  TRUST,  BUT  IT  IS  MUCH  MORE  LIM- 
ITED IN  ITS  USE.      It  CAN  BE  OF  GREAT  BENEFIT  TO  THE  WEALTHY 

and  retired,  and  can  be  an  attractive  substitute  for  an 
outright  gift,  and  to  the  extent  that  the  trustor  relin— 
quinshes  right  to  the  income  for  himself  and  persons  whom 
he  is  under  legal  obligation  to  support,  and  to  the  extent 
that  the  property  or  income  therefrom  goes  to  a  qualified 
charity,  there  can  be  many  tax  advantages  to  an  irrevoca- 
ble living  trust, 

There  can  be  a  form  of  living  trust,,  whether  revoca- 
ble OR  IRREVOCABLE,     BY  WHICH  THE  TRUSTOR    EACH  YEAR  CAN 

make  a  contribution  to  the  trust  estate  or  make  some  pay- 
ment for  its  benefit.  as  these  trusts  may  be  for  the 
benefit  of  some  quali  fied  charity,  which  would  include 
educational  foundations,  such  payments  would  be  deduct- 
ible for  income-tax  purposes, 

Such  a  situation  would  be  found  in  the  creation  of  an 
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i  nsurance  trust  for  the  benefit  of  a  charity,  with  the 
trustor  paying  the  insurance  premiums.  many  people  to- 
day reach  an  age  and  a  state  of  affluence  when  they  no 
longer  feel  the  need  for  the  protection  of  life  insurance 
taken  out  when  they  were  young,  insecure  and  found  irre- 
sistible the  insurance  agent's  persuasiveness  about  the 
uncertainties  of  li  fe  and  the  needs  of  the  i  r  w  i  d  o  w  s  and 
fatherless  children.  they  also  feel  as  capable  of  mak- 
ing wise  investments  as  any  committee  of  the  insurance 
company's  management,  they  are  tempted  to  cash  in  their 
policies. 

Rather  than  take  such  a  step,  there  is  an  increasing 
tendency  for  people  to  convey  the  policies  to  a  trustee  to 
hold  in  trust  for  a  named  charity.  there  is  a  tax  advan- 
tage in  doing  so  in  that  there  will  be  deductible  from  the 
trustor's  income  for  the  year  of  the  gift  the  surrender 
value  o  f  the  policies,  and  to  the  extent  that  the  face 
amount  of  the  policies  is  includible  inthe  trustor's  gross 
estate,  it  will  be  deducted,  thereby  reducing  the  taxable 
amount  of  his  estate.  this  deduction  very  possibly  will 
bring  him  into  a  lower  estate-tax  bracket,  which  would 
constitute  a  saving  to  his  estate.  the  premiums  paid  by 
the  trustor  will  be  deductible  for  income-tax  purposes. 

One  of  the  most  frequently  used  living  trusts  from 
which  there  results  a  tax  saving  is  one  in  which  the  trus- 
tee pays  the  income  to  the  trustor  or  his  wife  or  the  sur- 
vivor, and  possibly  through  other  lives  at  the  time  in  be- 
ing, and  upon  the  death  of  the  last  person  to  receive  such 
income,  the  corpus  is  delivered  to  a  c  h  a  r  1  t  y  .  upon  the 
creation  of  such  a  trust,  the  trustor  may  deduct  for  the 
year  in  which  he  creates  the  trust  the  then  value  of  the 
remainder  estate  which  will  go  to  the  charity.  this  is 
calculated  on  the  basis  of  actuarial  tables  for  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  the  number  of  years  intervening  be- 
tween the  creation  of  the  trust  and  the  acquisition  of  the 
property  by  the  charity.  if  this  value  is  in  excess  of  thf 
20  per  cent  allowed  to  a  taxpayer  for  charitable  gifts  in 
one  year,  the  amount  of  the  property  to  be  conveyed  to 
the  trustee  can  be  spread  over  several  years  so  as  to  have 
the  maximum  tax  advantage  each  year, 
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If  a  high— bracket  taxpayer  desires  to  do  so,  he  can 
get  a  certain  tax  advantage  by  creating  a  living  trust 
which  provides  that  the  income  go  to  a  named  charity  for 
the  period  of  his  life  or  for  a  specified  number  of  years, 
after  which  the  property  is  to  be  distributed  to  his  chil- 
dren, under  this  plan,  the  trustor  will  be  entitled  to  a 
deduction  on  his  income  tax  return  of  the  present  value  of 
the  income  dedicated  to  the  charity  for  each  of  the  years 
specified  in  the  trust.  in  addition  to  this  income-tax  ad- 
vantage, there  is  also  the  advantage  that  his  children 
will  get  the  property  without  there  being  an  estate  tax 
levied  thereon.  the  reason  for  this  is  that  he  will  have 
paid  a  g  i  ft  tax  on  the  present  value  of  the  property  at 
the  time  the  trust  terminates,  as  that  value  is  actuarily 
determined.  because  of  the  $60,  000-exempti  on  on  gifts 
before  a  gift  tax  is  imposed,  there  possibly  may  be  no 
gift  tax  to  be  paid, 

There  are  numerous  other  methods  by  which  the  cre- 
ation OFALIVING  TRUST  IN  WHICH  A  CHARITY  IS  NAMED  AS 
beneficiary,  EITHER  FOR  A  PERIOD  OF  YEARS  OR  IN  REMAINDER, 
WILL  RESULT  IN  TAX  SAVINGS,  THEY  ARE  AS  V  A  R  I  O  U  S  AND  AS 
VARIED  AS  ARE  THE  DIVERSE  DESIRES  OF  A  MAN  WHO  WISHES  TO 
CREATE  A  DEVICE  FOR  THE  DISPOSITION  OF  HIS  PROPERTY  SO  AS 
TO  GETTHE  MAXIMUM  PROTECTION  FOR  HIMSELF  AND  AT  THE  SAME 
TIMEGIVE  EXPRESSION  TOHIS  UNSELFISH  AND  NOBLE  SENTIMENTS 
OF  GENEROSITY  AND  ASSISTANCE  TO  THOSE  INSTITUTIONS  CREATED 
FOR  THE  ADVANCEMENT  OF  MAN'S  WELFARE  AND  THE  SAFETY  OF 
SOCIETY.  For  these  purposes,  there  is  no  greater  OPPOR- 
TUNITY THAN  THAT  OF  GIVING  TO  AN  INSTITUTION  DEDICATED  TO 
THE  ADVANCEMENT  OF  THE  HEALING  ART,  THE  PRESERVATION  OF 
LIFE  AND  THE  RELIEF  OF  HUMAN  SUFFERING,
